Whereas the Central Government is empowered under Section 3 of the 
University Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, 
an Institution of Higher Learning as an Institution ‘deemed-to-be-university\ 

2. And whereas, an application was received in July, 2008 from the Health 8t 
Family Welfare Department of the Government of National Capital Territory (GNCT) 
of Delhi, New Delhi, seeking for declaration of Institute of Liver and Biliary Sciences, 
an autonomous institution funded by it, as an Institution ‘deemed-to-be-university’ 
(under De Novo Category) under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956; 

3. And whereas, the University Grants Commission has examined the said 
proposal and vide its communication bearing No.19-5/2008(CPP-l) dated the 6 th 
January, 2009, recommended to the Central Government to declare Institute of Liver 
and Biliary Sciences, New Delhi, as an Institution ‘deemed-to-be-university’, under de 
novo category, subject to annual review for a period of five years; 

4. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC 
Act, 1956, the Central Government, on the advice of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC), hereby declare that Institute of Liver and Biliary Sciences (ILBS), 
New Delhi, shall be an Institution ‘Deemed-to-be-University’, under the de novo 
category, for the purposes of the aforesaid Act, provisionally for a period of five 
years, with immediate effect, subject to the following conditions: 

(i) ILBS shall obtain the necessary approval of the Medical Council of 
India/Ministry of Health and Family Welfare before commencing the academic 
courses/ programmes proposed to be conducted by it as : an Institution 
‘Deemed-to-be-University’ and before making admission of students to these 
courses. ILBS shall comply with all the relevant provisions of the Indian 
Medical Council Act, 1956, as amended from time to time, as well as the 
norms and guidelines prescribed by the MCI in the matter of establishment of 
Medical Colleges, approval to academic courses/programmes, etc. for this 
purpose. 
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(ii) The academic course proposed to be conducted in Nursing shall have the 
approval of the Indian Nursing Council in terms of the Indian Nursing Council 
Act, 1947; 

(in ) The academic courses to be offered / conducted by I LBS shall conform to the 
First Schedule of the Indian Medical Council Act, 1956, so as to ensure that the 
relevant medical qualifications have recognition under the said Act; 

(iv) ILBS, as an Institution ‘Deemed-to-be-University’ shall not offer / award any 
degree that is not specified by the UGC. It shall, for this purpose, submit an 
undertaking to the UGC to the effect that it shall offer only those degrees that 
are specified under Section 22 of the UGC Act, 1956. 

(v) ILBS shall revise & amend its Memorandum of Association (MoA) and Rules as 
per the ‘model’ constitution of MoA/Rules prescribed by the UGC in 
consultation with the UGC and in concurrence with the Government of NCT of 
Delhi; 

(vi) All the moveable and immovable assets/properties of the ILBS shall be legally 
transferred and vested with the ILBS Society after completion of the 
construction work at 2 nd Phase. 

(vii) iLBS shall take appropriate steps to augment its developmental activities on 
the academic front as well as on other areas such as creation of infrastructure 
and other facilities in conformity with the requirements prescribed under the 
UGC guidelines, so that it develops into a full-fledged ‘Deemed-to-be* 
University’ within the currency of the present provisional status; 

(viii) The functioning of the ILBS as well as its performance shall be reviewed 
annually by the UGC through an Expert Committee for five years. The 
declaration of ILBS as an Institution ‘Deemed-to-be-University’ shall be 
confirmed after five years on the basis of the reports of the Expert Review 
Committee of the UGC and the recommendations of the Commission thereon; 

5. The declaration as made in Para 4 above is subject to fulfillment / compliance 

of further conditions mentioned at Sr. No.7 of the endorsement to this Notification.

, Whereas the Central Government is empowered under Section 3 of the University 
Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an institution 
of higher learning as a deemed-to-be-university; 

2. And whereas, on the advice of the UGC, Jain University comprising of Sri 
Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College, 91/2 Dr. A.N. Krishna Road V V Puram Bangalore 
College, was declared as an Institution Deemed-to-^e-University’ for the purposes of the 
aforesaid Act, vide this Ministry’s notification of even no. dated 19.12.2008, with effect 
from the date of disaffiliation of the said College from its affiliating university, viz., 
Bangalore University, Bangalore; 

3. And whereas, a representation was received in January , 2009 from Jain 
University , Bangalore . Karnataka clarifying that (i) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College 
(School of Graduate Studies), 34 First Cross KC Road, Bangalore (ii) Sri Bhagwan 
Mahavir Jain College (Centre for Management Studies), 1/1, Atria Tower, Place Road, 
Bangalore (iii) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College (Centre for PG Studies), 18/3,9 th Main ; 
3 rd Block Jayanagar Bangalore and (iv) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College of 
Engineering, Jakkasandra Post, Karakpura Taluk, Bangalore (Rural ) District are 
branches of Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College which is one institution having branches 
department wise in different locations and further stating that the Expert Committee of 
the UGC has recommended for grant of status of deemed university to the institution 
comprising aforesaid branches; 

4. Now, therefore, after carefully considering the aforesaid representation of Jain 
University as well as the recommendation made by UGC and its Expert Committee, the 
Central Government in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 
1956, on the advice of the University Grants Commission (UGC), do hereby include (i) 
Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College (School of Graduate Studies) 34 First Cross KC 
Road, Bangalore (ii) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College (Centre for Management Studies) 
1/1, Atria Tower, Place Road, Bangalore (iii) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College (Centre 
for PG Studies)18/3,9* Main , 3 rd Block Jayanagar Bangalore(iv) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir 
Jain College of Engineering, Jakkasandra Post, Kanakpura Taluk, Bangalore (Rural with 
effect from the date on which they are disaffiliated from their respective affiliating 
universities, viz Bangalore University , Bangalore , Karnataka and Visvesvaraya 
Technical University, Belgaum, Karnataka and subject to review after five years; 
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5. All the conditions that were stipulated in the Ministry’s notification of even no. 
dated the 19 th December, 2008, that govern the status of ‘deemed to be university’ 
conferred on Jain University, Bangalore , Karnataka shall continue to be in force and will 
be applicable to (i) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College (School of Graduate Studies), 34 
First Cross KC Road, Bangalore (ii) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College (Centre for 
Management Studies) 1/1, Atria Tower, Place Road, Bangalore (iii) Sri Bhagwan Mahavir 
Jain Coliege (Centre for PG Studies) ; 18/3,9 th Main , 3 rd Block Jayanagar Bangalore(iv) Sri 
Bhagwan Mahavir Jain College of Engineering, Jakkasandra Post, Karakpura Taluk, 
Bangalore (Rural), and be complied with; 

6. Neither the Government of India nor the UGC shall provide any Plan or Non-Plan 
grant-in-aid to Jain University, Bangalore, Karnataka or its constituent teaching units.
